Of Symbolic 13,00^ 



Climb earlier in day 
broke mark for first 
time since ’08 crisis 

New York 

It came and went in a flash, a num- 
ber on a board for seconds at a time, 
but its symbolic power couldn’t be 
dismissed. 

The Dow Jones industrial aver- 
age, powered higher all year by 
optimism that the economic recov- 
ery is finally for real, crossed 13,000 
on Tuesday for the first time since 
May 2008. 

The last time the Dow occupied 
such rarefied territory, unemploy- 
ment was a healthy 5.4 percent, 
and Lehman Brothers was a sol- 
vent investment bank. Financial 
crises happened in other coun- 
tries, or the history books. 

The milestone Tuesday came 
about two hours into the trading 
day. The Dow was above 13,000 for 
about 30 seconds, and for slightly 


longer at about noon and 1:30 p.m. 
but couldn’t hold its gains. It finished 
up 15.82 points at 12,965.69. 

Still, Wall Street took note of 
the marker. 

It was just last summer that the 
Dow unburdened itself of 2,000 
points in three terrifying weeks. 
S&P downgraded the United States’ 
credit rating, Washington was 
fighting over the federal bor- 
rowing limit, and the European 
debt crisis was raging. 

A second recession in 
the U.S. was a real fear. But 
the economy grew faster every 
quarter last year, and gains in the 
job market have been impressive, 
including 243,000 jobs added in 
January alone.

Backstory 

Abigail Fisher, of Sugar Land, Texas, filed a lawsuit against the Universi- 
ty of Texas along with another woman when they were denied admission at the 
university’s Austin campus. They contended the school’s race-conscious pol- 
icy violated their civil and constitutional rights. By then, the two had enrolled 
elsewhere. The other woman has since dropped out of the case. The state has 
said that Fisher is a Louisiana State University senior whose impending gradu- 
ation should bring an end to the lawsuit. But the Supreme Court appeared not 
to buy that argument Tuesday. Most entering freshmen at Texas are admitted 
because they are among the top 10 percent in their high school classes. 
Fisher’s grades did not put her in that category, (ap) 


High court to review 
racial preferences in 
college admissions 

Washington 

The Supreme Court is setting an 
election-season review of racial 
preference in college admissions, 
agreeing Tuesday to consider new 
limits on the contentious issue of 
affirmative action programs. 

A challenge from a white student 
who was denied admission to the 
University of Texas flagship campus 
will be the high court’s first look at 
affirmative action in higher educa- 
tion since its 2003 decision endors- 
ing the use of race as a factor. 

This time around, a more con- 
servative court could jettison that 
earlier ruling or at least limit when 
colleges may take account of race 
in admissions. The justices will 
hear the case in the fall. 

A broad ruling in favor of the 
student, Abigail Fisher, could 


threaten affirmative action pro- 
grams at many of the nation’s pub- 
lic and private universities, said 
Vanderbilt University law profes- 
sor Brian Fitzpatrick. 

A federal appeals court upheld 
the Texas program at issue, saying it 
was allowed under the high court’s 
decision in Grutter vs. Bollinger in 
2003 that upheld racial consider- 
ations in university admissions. 

But there have been changes 
in the Supreme Court since then. 
For one thing. Justice Samuel Alito 


appears more hostile to affirmative 
action than his predecessor, Sandra 
Day O’Connor. For another. Justice 
Elena Kagan, who might be expect- 
ed to vote with the court’s liberal- 
leaning justices in support of it, is 
not taking part in the case. 

Kagan’s absence probably is 
a result of the Justice Depart- 
ment’s participation in the Texas 
case in the lower courts at a time 
when she served as the Obama 
administration’s solicitor general.

Extra $172B will 
stave off disastrous 
default, experts say 

Brussels 

A second, $172 billion bailout and a 
deep debt write-off for financially 
stricken Greece is expected to ward 
off a financial disaster in Europe. 
Economists, however, give the deal 
only a slim chance of putting the 
country on the path to economic 
recovery — and steadying its place 
in Europe’s currency union. 

Agreement on the bailout, 
reached early Tuesday after an 


all-night summit of finance min- 
isters, will give Greece $172 billion 
in loans through 2014 from other 
eurozone governments and the 
International Monetary Fund. 

In return for the second bailout, 
needed after a $146 billion rescue 
in 2010 didn’t return the country 
to solvency, Greece has agreed to 
painful measures, including cut- 
ting spending and wages, and per- 
mitting outsiders to supervise its 
finances. 

Still, “by austerity alone, Greece 
will not solve the problems it has at 
the moment,” said Diego Iscaro, an 
economist at IHS Global Insight. 
“We don’t know when the econo- 


my will return to growth.” 

The eurozone and the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund hope the new 
program will eventually put Greece 
back into a position where it can 
survive without external support. 
Athens will also ask banks and 
other investment funds to forgive 
$142 billion in debt. 


The deal “closes the door to an 
uncontrolled default that would be 
chaos for Greece and Greek peo- 
ple,” said European Commission 
President Jose Manuel Barroso. 
The fear was that an uncontrolled 
bankruptcy could unleash panic 
across the continent. 

Still, it was clear that Greece was 


at the very best starting on a long 
and painful road to recovery. 

In Athens, the reaction to the 
news was a mixture of relief the 
country has avoided financial catas- 
trophe and fear of a dark future. 

“I don’t see it with any joy 
because again we’re being bur- 
dened with loans, loans, loans, with 
no end in sight,” architect Valia 
Rokou said in the Greek capital. 

Greek politicians nevertheless 
greeted the package as a turning 
point for their battered country. 

“It’s no exaggeration to say 
that today is a historic day for the 
Greek economy,” said Greek Pre- 
mier Lucas Papademos. (ap)

The U.S. has played an active 
role in the transition, in hopes it 
can head off chaos and ensure 
cooperation against the country’s 
active al- Qaeda branch, which has 
targeted the U.S.

Tehran, Iran 

As pressure mounts over Iran’s 
nuclear program, a top Iranian 
general warned Tuesday that the 
nation will pre-emptively strike 
anyone who threatens it.

Bagram, Afghanistan 

As thousands of angry Afghans 
flung rocks at NATO’s largest mil- 
itary base in Afghanistan on Tues- 
day, American officials sought to 
quell a widening furor over what 
they said had been the acciden- 
tal incineration by U.S. military 
personnel of copies of the Islam- 
ic holy book. 

More than 3,000 people were 
involved in the protests that erupt- 


ed Tuesday, after Afghans working 
inside Bagram air base told resi- 
dents that copies of the Koran had 
been burned. When they carried 
out the charred pages, the crowd 
grew larger and more defiant. 

Among those chanting “death 
to America” were some of the 5,000 
Afghans who have worked inside 
the base for years. Gen. John R. 
Allen, the top U.S. commander in 
Afghanistan, was quick to express 
contrition for the incident, which 


officials worried could incite vio- 
lence across the country. 

“When we learned of these 
actions, we immediately inter- 
vened and stopped them,” Allen 
said in a statement. 

The incident comes at a critical 
time for the U.S., which wants to 
wind down its military presence in 
Afghanistan but seeks to maintain 
bases here after 2014, when most 
foreign troops are set to leave. 

The Korans were sent to Kabul, 


where President Hamid Karzai 
and other top Afghan officials will 
decide how to respond. 

“These people must be pun- 
ished,” said Qari Ghulam Mus- 
tafa, a top religious official from 
Parwan province, where Bagram 
is located. He carried 10 blackened 
Korans and said nearly 100 more 
were damaged. 

The apologies from Allen and 
top Obama administration offi- 
cials were among the most profuse 
of the decade-long war. But there 
was no immediate indication that 
they would calm the unrest. 

A Western military official 
with knowledge of the incident 
said it appeared that the Korans 
and other Islamic readings in the 
library were being used to fuel 
extremism, and that detainees at 
Parwan Detention Facility, a pris- 
on next to the air base, were writ- 
ing on the documents to exchange 
extremist messages. 

The military official said that 
several hundred Islamic publi- 
cations, including Korans, were 
removed from the library. Some 
had extremist content; others had 
extremist messages written on their 
pages, the official said. 

Allen later said he had ordered 
all NATO forces in Afghanistan 
to complete training in the prop-

Experts in Islam say copies of 
the Koran should be buried or 
released in flowing waters if 
they need to be disposed of, but 
religious leaders in Afghanistan 
said Tuesday that local prac- 
tice is not to dispose of the texts 
at all.

Council OKs Profanity Regulations 


Rules mean members 
must respect each 
other during meetings 

Washington 

Without debate, the D.C. Council 
unanimously approved new rules 
Tuesday requiring members to 
“treat other members with dignity 
and respect, and refrain from using 
profane, indecent or abusive lan- 


guage” during public meetings. 

Council Chairman Kwame R. 
Brown, a Democrat, pushed the 
resolution, designed to amend the 
council’s Code of Conduct, after 
David A. Catania and Marion Barry 
got into a profanity-laced shout- 
ing match on Valentine’s Day at a 
council retreat. 

If a similar spat occurs at anoth- 
er meeting. Brown will be empow- 
ered to try to remove members 
from the proceeding, assuming it

does not interfere with their abil- 
ity to cast a vote. 

Though Catania, I-At large, sup- 
ported the measure, he told report- 


ers after the meeting he was dis- 
heartened by Brown’s decision to 
bring it up for a vote. In a barbed 
critique of his colleagues, Catania 
said it was ironic that the council 
was worried about bad language 
at the same time the body was 
struggling with numerous ethi- 
cal lapses.

Md. Same-Sex

Maryland senators are unlikely to 
approve any amendments to a bill 
legalizing gay marriage, worried 
that if it heads back to the House 
of Delegates that it could be in 
trouble because the vote to pass it 
there was so close. 

Members of the state Senate 
Judicial Proceedings Committee 
rejected two changes to the bill 
Tuesday, and proponents say they 
plan to do the same when the mea- 
sure reaches the chamber floor later 
this week. 

“A little bit of Wite-Out is the 
guillotine here. Don’t touch the 
bill if you support it,” Sen. Jamie 
Raskin, D -Montgomery, told com- 
mittee members before they shot 
down changes that would have 
legalized civil unions and over- 
ruled an amendment made in the 
House last week. 

The committee’s 7-4 vote 
moves the legislation to the full 
body. (AP)

Nats’ Ramos: ‘I’ve Got a New Life’ 


Catcher is grateful 
to be on the diamond 
after his kidnapping 


The Nationals 

The traces of blue and black ink 
peeked out from under the athletic 
tape wrapped around \\%on Ramos’ 
left wrist. Each time Ramos stabbed 
at a pitch Tuesday morning, during 
the Nationals’ first official workout 
of spring training, the ball settled 
softly in his catcher’s mitt and the 
tattoo on his forearm moved ever 
so slightly toward his heart. 

The tattoo is a Bible verse in 
Spanish, Philippians 4:13, that 
Ramos translated as, “I put every- 
thing in Jesus, because he has my 
back.” Under the words is 11-11- 
11, the date Venezuelan comman- 
does rescued him from the men 
who approached him outside his 
home, pointed guns at his head 
and kidnapped him. 

“I feel like I’m living again,” 
Ramos said. “I’ve got a new life.”

Backstory 

In a country plagued by crime and kidnappings, Wilson Ramos became 
the first major league player to be abducted in Venezuela. The challenge of re- 
turning to professional baseball after such an episode, performing under high 
pressure before thousands and thousands, will be something for which there 
is no precedent. In one recent winter. Nationals backup catcher Jesus Flores, 
who is also Venezuelan, was carjacked at gunpoint in Venezuela, (twp) 


Ramos came to spring training 
to start his second major league 
season and to further separate 
his misfortune from his his bright 
future. Ramos expressed gratitude 
that he had survived the ordeal and 
confidence that it would not affect 
his baseball career. 

Upon his arrival in Florida, the 
Nationals did not formally address 
the kidnapping with Ramos. They 
already received him in D.C. in 
November, shortly after his res- 
cue. Manager Davey Johnson’s only 
reference to the incident came as 
Ramos caught pitches from Stephen 
Strasburg Tuesday, when Johnson 
asked how much Ramos had played 
in the Venezuelan Winter League 
after the kidnapping, and Ramos 
responded he had played for about 
a month and a half 

“He’s more comfortable getting 
on the field rather than talking to 
you guys about the kidnapping,” 
Johnson said. “He wanted to get back 
in there and go play. It’s over with. 
And I’m sure it’s over with him.”

If Michael Waltrip were to count 
up all the concussions he has sus- 
tained over a NASCAR career that 
stretches back nearly 30 years, he’d 
certainly hit 10 — and probably 
keep going. 

Safety measures since Dale 
Earnhardt’s death in 2001 have 
gone a long way toward preventing 
head injuries, and NASCAR offi- 
cials have taken steps to improve 
the way they identify and treat con- 
cussions. But Waltrip knows that 


won’t undo all those hits he took 
in the 1980s and ’90s. 

“I whacked my head — a lot,” 
Waltrip said. “I showed up in ’85, 
when it was relatively ‘safe.’ We 
thought we had it figured out. I 
raced all the way through 2001 
when people were getting killed. 
And all through that time, I was hit- 
ting my head and knocking myself 
out and getting concussions and 
going to the hospital. And I don’t 
know what that means to me in 10 
years. But I know it’s a concern.” 

The 48-year-old Waltrip gets 


uneasy when he hears stories about 
NFL players and other athletes who 
are having serious neurological prob- 
lems after they retire, issues that a 
growing amount of research indi- 
cates may have been caused by repet- 
itive brain injuries they sustained 
during their playing days. 

Could that happen to him, 
too? “I would be the perfect case 
study,” Waltrip said. “Because I 
can go back and look at the races 
and count up times I was knocked 
unconscious that I can’t count on 
both hands.” (ap)

YouTube is enlisting Hollywood’s 
help to reach a generation of view- 
ers more familiar with smart- 
phones than TV remotes. 

The online video giant is aim- 
ing to create 25 hours of program- 
ming per day with the help of some 
of the top names in traditional TV.

video on mobile phones, tablets and 
computers, especially those in the 
18- to 34-year-old age demograph- 
ic that advertisers covet. 

The idea is to create 96 addi- 
tional YouTube channels, which 
are essentially artists’ home pages, 
where viewers can see existing 
video clips and be notified when 
new content goes up.

Mark Ramont is happy he’s the one 
who gets to direct the area’s first 
production of “Next Fall.” 

“The audience doesn’t know 
what to expect,” Ramont says. “Once 
you see something for the first time, 
you have expectations. There’s noth- 
ing better than showing an audience 
something that’s fresh.” 

The play, which was written by 
Geoffrey Nauffts and nominated 
for a Tony Award in 2010, is pretty 
fresh itself It’s a story about a cou- 
ple, Adam and Luke, whose con- 
nection almost comes to a grind- 
ing halt when Adam, an atheist, 
learns that Luke is an evangelical 
Christian. Their relationship sur- 
vives and thrives, but when Luke is 
involved in a serious accident and 
family and friends swarm around 
the two, those differences crop up 
again. Creating an onstage relation- 
ship that feels real can be a chal- 
lenge, but Ramont had an advan- 
tage there, too: Tom Story, who 
plays Adam, and Chris Dinolfo, 
who plays Luke, are a couple in 
real life. “They’ve been togeth- 


er about as long [as the couple in 
the play], and the age difference is 
about the same.” 

At first, Ramont wasn’t sure 
whether his leads’ relationship 
would help or hurt. “I can’t say I’ve 
never worked with couples before, 
but I’m very wary of it,” Ramont 
says. “But after working on this and 
seeing the fruits of it. I’d do it again 
in a heartbeat. They brought their 
relationship when it fed what was 
happening onstage,” while leaving 
quotidian fights about the dishes 
and laundry at home. 


Ramont was impressed by 
Story’s performance, particular- 
ly in the scenes involving Luke’s 
accident. 

“There’s a certain point in the 
play where it starts to turn very 
dark and you start to go into a 
very melancholy place,” he says. 
“One of the things I love about 
Tom’s work is he would go there, 
but he was also very careful to 
send signals that T don’t want to 
dwell here.’” 

Adam and Luke’s relationship, 
Ramont believes, reflects the divide 


that exists between some Chris- 
tians and some members of the 
gay community. “It’s very easy 
for gays to mock religious belief, 
and it’s too easy for religious peo- 
ple to marginalize gays,” he says. 
With “Next Fall,” “our job is to cre- 
ate characters who are nuanced so 
that both sides ring true.” kristen
